The results are that the middle inter¬ 
ests fix the price so low to the farmer 
that he cannot get cost of production 
on many of his products, while the 
price to the homes is so high that nor¬ 
mal buying is greatly reduced. Of this

SUPPLYING LIQUOR TO INDIANS 


The rider brought in by the jury 
which sat on the Charlie Louie case 
at last week’s assizes, wil.l we feel 
sure, commend itself to every risident 
of British Columbia. It is well known 
to every British Columbia citizen that 
when Indians secure a supply of liquor 
for a carousal, something hap;) ns, to 
wit the murder of Mrs. Charlie Louie. 
The rider as handed in by the jury 
read: “That this jury add a rider to 
the effect that where any person sup¬ 
plies intoxicating liquor to an Indian 
and that Indian or other Indians com¬ 
mit serious offences whilst .under the 
influence of same, that the person so 
supplying said liquor shall be airaign- 
ed With the accused as an accomplice 
in the offence." Such a law if enacted 
would do much to stamp out the dam¬ 
nable business of selling and giving 
liquor to Indians. The man who sup¬ 
plied Charlie Louie with the liquor 
was just as guilty as the prisoner. He 
was an accomplice. Fortunately he. 
was apprehended shortly after the in- 
c.dent and is now serving his sentence 
but on a much less serious charge 
than that on which Charlie was ar¬ 
raigned. Every organization and as¬ 
sociation (hat has for its object the 
I lettering of conditions throughout 
British Columbia should give heed To 
the rider and do all in their power to 
have it made effective. And if it ever 
hecomcs law, crime among Indians 
will he much less than it is today. 
Judge and lawyers all concurred in the 
rider; now it is for the powers-to-be 
to take aettion.

If there should be any doubt in our 
minds as to the wishes and the in¬ 
tentions of the people who voted ai 
the last plebiscite regarding their op¬ 
position to the possible sale of beer in 
the province, we have but to note the 
relatively insignificant" vote cast for 
Clause B at this time.

present the will of the people who 
have delivered them, on request, in¬ 
structions as to their wishes, and it is 
their solemn djity to see that their, 
jnandate is strictly enforced.

in countries overseas. The present 
inquiry will be into rural credits in 
Canada and the United States. 

Something over $2,000,000 is owed 
to the Alberta Government for ad¬ 
vances of seed grains up to and includ¬ 
ing 1921. Discussing this matte-r at 
Medicine Hat recently the Minister of 
agriculture expressed the opinion that 
a good proportion of these seed grain 
debts would be collected this season. 
The good crops of 1923 are making a 
much more optimistic feeling through¬ 
out the farming districts of Alberta. 
The government has decided that in 
the collection of these debts no real 
hardship will be created. A reason¬ 
ably generous policy is to be followed 
by which the government will exer- 
cLse its right of seizure, where neces¬ 
sary, but will yield its priority to tax¬ 
es, so that the debtors may first pay 
their land rates and keep title. In all 
cases, too, where crops are seized 
under this collection process, it is the 
intention of the government to divide 
the proceeds with other creditors, a 
good deal of money being due the 
banks. 

The board of railway commission¬ 
ers’ booklet draws attention to the 
necessity of motorists using more cau¬ 
tion when approaching level railway 
crossings. Too many accidents, due to 
carelessness, are happening.
